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Gentlemen, 


Again only a brief report is presented together with 
the usual tabular statements of Inapeetiona, sanitary 
Amprovemente and other statistics. 

; A totel of 2179 visite were made during the year but 
until towards the end of the year it wae almost impossible to 
\ tne any repaira carried cut owing to the shortage of labour in 
@istrict. The position eased about October sand the more 
urgent repairs can now be dealt with by the builders. 
| Considerable time was given to Civil Defence duties 
early in the year but I am cleased to report that I heve been 
relieved of a portion of these duties and it ia hoped that the 
‘Pesponsibility for othere will be teken from me, Thic will 
then leave me free to coneentrate on the decontamination 
services including food treatment aquade end mobile eae cleansing 
‘unite eas well ae other emergeney duties such as the re: air of 
damaged dwelling houses.
